In this sense the mission of the church, 
of whloh he Is the living and orrty head, 
touches the heart end soul of municipal 
reform*, and is kept distinguished from 
the state which, baa no spiritual func- 
tions. 


The body politics, however, mnsft &e- 


pend upon the church for its Christian 
seraUment. The political stream, e\en 
In a Christian community, can not rise 
higher tfcan Its fountain. 
We must 


make the tree good to fcave the fruits of 
rlffhtewusnees. Civic salvation demand. 
a corresponding personal salvation. The 
Nation, the State, the city Is tho ag- 
gregate of IwllvWualJiJttttfMMhlp.

evidently >wlth a view to frighter.lTifr the. 


. night "clerk. Finney, 'howe-ver, did not 


"-booh," but stepped .back -to the door and

THE B"URGI/AB.'S STORY. 


He is about 35 year* old, has a Hat, re- 


trousse nose and wean a blonde mous- 
tache. 


He has a .frank, open countenance, and 


-teUs his story in a mraightforwerd man- 
ner. 


"My name is Elmer Leterell." said he to 


a. Tribune man,'"and I am well known in 
.Montana among- -the laboring class. I went 
to Seattle from Montana, where I followed 
mining for a while. I am a paper hanger 
by trade, but have been a cook at times 
on steamers. 


"I came to Oakland from Port Coata two 


days ago. I w«s beating my way to :h:s 
place and was thrown off a freight car s,t 
Port Costa. I caught the next train, how- 
ever, and arrived here Thursday. The 
first night I went down the rail-road track 
and toullt a fire to'- keep me warm. 
The 


second night -I -found the 'basement door 
of the house next to the hotel unlocke-a, 
and I went -through to the -back yard. 
There- -I went to sleep on some sacks. 
Along toward morning I awoke shivering 
with cold. I walked up t>he back steps of 
the house arid looked dorvn into the hotel 
kitchen. Everything looked so cosy and 
warm in the kitchen -that I thought I 
•would go in and get a cup of coffee. 
I 


didn't .break anything to get in, as the 
skylight to the pantry was open. I -took 
off my hat. coat and shoes to climb the 
fence on which I had to get before reach- 
ing the top of -the pantry. 


"I got into the kitchen all right, tout I 


heard a noise and tried to hide on the 
stairs.- "When the young night clerk came 
in I thought I would try to scare him 
away, I shouted 'booh1 and he ran like 
the mischief, while I ran the other -way. 


"1 met a -man yesterday whom I sold a 


silk handiker-chief for 30 cents. I intended 
to get a bed with t-he money, trut I though 
of Stockton, where I had heard I could se- 
cure work on the new railroad, and I de- 
termined to go there on the boat. 
' 


"The shot i received -might have killed 


me. and I rather -wish It had. There is no 
chance for a stranger to get work when 
there are so many men well known who 
a-.-e out of employment. I don't know how 
it is all going to end. I am a native of 
Tennessee and am all alone in the world. 


LeLerell has a keen sense of humor and 


laughs heartily at the thought of his run- 
ning one way and the hotel clerk running 
the other. 


There was found on Leterell's parson a 


•brass hunting case watch, without works, 
numbered 5783. Inside -the ease TV.IS the 
.word "Tornado," and outside were en- 
graved a saddle horse, house, trees, etc. 
He also had a linen 'hand'kerchief, laundry 
marked "X 406." The initials "E. L," are 
tattooed on one of his arms, while on -the 
other is the design tff a grave stone "Wi'h 
the inscription. "In memory of my moth- 
er."
